Arrest marks 30 th criminal charge for 29-year-old Waford

A 28-year-old Lawrenceburg 
man who court records show 
has been charged in 29 criminal 
cases made it an even 30 Mon¬ 
day when he was arrested for 
theft by unlawful taking and 
criminal trespassing. 


At the time of his arrest, 
Shelby Waford, of 1375 Gilbert’s 
Creek Road, was wearing not 
one but two electronic moni¬ 
toring devices attached to his 
ankles, according to police, who 
charged him and another man 
with stealing scrap metal from 
a residence on Harrodsburg 


Road. 

Also charged was Charles W. 
Hall, 32, of Salt River Road. 

The property owner, Beasley 
said, stated Waford and Hall had 
no business to be on the prop¬ 
erty and wanted them charged. 

Waford, who was charged 
last fall with trafficking heroin, 
was already on probation from 
a driving under the influence- 
related charge in 2009, which 


was followed by a brief sen¬ 
tence in jail on a marijuana pos¬ 
session charge, according to jail 
officials. 

Waford is also on probation 
for charges in other counties. 

Jail officials said it was likely 
that one of the monitoring 
devices he had on at the time of 
his arrest Monday was to keep 
track of his whereabouts, the 
other to monitor for alcohol. 


Fed action 
looms if 
schools don’t 
cut calories 

Unlimited fruit, veggies, free 
seconds no longer option

If the average school lunch 
doesn’t shave off 94 calories by the 
end of the year, then the district’s 
food service program may find 
itself under administrative review 
by the federal government. 

Food service director Marsha 
Rogers said during Monday night’s 
board meeting that an Anderson 
County school district lunch, on 
average, has 94 more calories than 
what is required by the federal 
Healthy Hunger-Free Kids Act of 
2010. 

Although restrictions on meat 
and bread options have been lifted 
for this year, Rog¬ 
ers said, it will be 
very difficult to 
meet the federal 
standards and 
have full kids. 

“I believe that 
will be easier 
than convincing 
kids to eat pinto 
beans and kale 
these days,” Rog¬ 
ers said, referring 
to when her job 
entailed limita¬ 
tions on cooking 
with butter and 
sugar. 

If the district meets standards 
by the end of the current school 
year, the food program will receive 
a 6-cent increase in federal funding 
per student, Rogers said. 

If not, the program will be under 
administrative review, she said. 

In addition, Rogers said, cafete¬ 
rias cannot allow students to have 
unlimited fruits and vegetables 
or other meal options; all second 
helpings must be paid for by the 
student or the program risks losing 
reimbursement. 

Rogers said she feels that the 
strict federal guidelines may cause 
parents to drop out of the school 
district’s food service program 
entirely. 

“I feel like it will hurt participa¬ 
tion significantly,” she said. 

Rogers said she doesn’t believe

Man charged 
with drunk 
hunting will 
stand trial 


Ex-Wildlife officer Burkhead 
claims Gaines shot him

The Lawrenceburg man charged 
with hunting under 
the influence and 
wanton endanger- 
ment allegedly fired 
a shot that struck 
retired state Fish 
and Wildlife officer 
Rex Burkhead while 
dove hunting last 
September, according 
to documents on file 
in Anderson District 
Court. 

David Gaines, 44, of 
1040 Lakeshore Drive 
is scheduled to stand 
trial on those charges 
March 11. 

In a statement on 
file in the courthouse, Burkhead

Man charged after parents find meth under bed

A Lawrenceburg man 
is behind bars after his 
parents turned him in for 
having what police say is 
methamphetamine hidden 
beneath his bed. 

Christopher “Kyle” Kes¬ 
singer, 33, of 1031 Wood- 
spoint Road was taken 
into custody Feb. 8 when

County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office 
responded to 
a call from 
Kessinger’s 
parents. 

In his 

report, Taylor Kessinger 
wrote that he 


received a call from Kes¬ 
singer’s father, asking him 
to come to the residence 
regarding narcotics. 

Taylor wrote that when 
he arrived, the father 
handed him a baggie that 
contained a glass pipe along 
with a baggie that con¬ 
tained methamphetamine. 

Taylor wrote that Kes¬ 


singer’s mother found 
the methamphetamine 
beneath his bed. 

Kessinger was charged 
with possession of meth¬ 
amphetamine and drug 
paraphernalia, according to 
court records. 

He is scheduled to appear 
in Anderson Circuit Court 
on Thursday. 



Search for suspected bridge jumper scaled back 


Police say unnamed man now 
considered'missing person'

The man suspected of leaping 
from the Tyrone Bridge last Monday 
is now considered a missing person 
after ongoing efforts to find his body 
proved unsuccessful. 


The Versailles Police Department, 
the agency investigating the incident, 
is not yet releasing the suspected 
jumper’s name, despite notification of 
family members. 

Lt. Daniel Clark of the Versailles 
Police Department said the man is 
now considered a missing person, and 
that his name has been registered 
in a missing person’s database acces¬ 
sible to police nationwide, but not the 
public. 


Clark said searchers, which include 
Anderson County firefighters and 
EMS, stopped dragging the river last 
Thursday to recover the man’s body. 

“We are now just doing daily 
patrols of the Clifton pool, along 
with the banks and so forth,” Clark 
said Monday. u Fish and Wildlife offi¬ 
cers are doing the same thing at the 
Frankfort pool.

claims he and several others were hunting doves 
when Gaines “stood up, aimed his gun directly at 
us and fired twice .” 

He added: “The shot raced through sunflowers 
and a couple hit me rather hard. I shouted ‘hey’ 
at the man and got on my cell phone and called 
Fish and Wildlife.” 

Burkhead was hunting with his son, Aaron, 
along with Shane Mink and Shane Drury. 

In his statement, Mink said there were no 
doves in the air when Gaines allegedly fired 
toward him and three others. 

“I also watched [Gaines] shoot at empty beer 
cans. Also watched [Gaines] shoot into the air 
toward my hunting partners hollering ‘kill them 
[SOBs],’ again with no doves in the air.” 

In his arrest report, Fish and Wildlife officer 
Jason Wells wrote that he received a call from 
Fish and Wildlife Sgt. Phillip Crane about the 
incident. When he arrived around 7:30 p.m., 
there were 10 hunters in the parking lot near a 
field owned by Danny Crouch on Gilbert’s Creek 
Road. 

“As I walked up to Gaines I could smell a 
strong odor of alcoholic beverage and noticed 
his eyes being very glossy and bloodshot,” Wells 
wrote in his report. 

“I asked how much he had to drink and he 
said four or five when he was home, and had his 
last beer at noon. 

“I asked to look in his cooler and found six 
empty Budweiser cans, one of which had been 
shot with a shotgun.” 

Wells reported that the men with whom 
Gaines was hunting, Jeff Gaines and Glenn Rod¬ 
gers, also smelled of alcohol. He said they told 
him David Gaines had fired twice at a low bird 
in the direction of Burkhead and his son, along 
with Drury, but no one in the field saw any birds 
flying at the time of the shots except those two. 

“David Gaines said he didn’t shoot at any low 
birds.” 

Others at the scene also told Wells that David 
Gaines was shooting toward other hunters. 

Wells confiscated a shotgun from David 
Gaines, who was taken to Shelby County Deten¬ 
tion Center before being released on a $2,500 
surety bond. 

Both charges against him are misdemeanors.

Public works committee OKs

“We’re still looking for him, just 
not dragging.” 

The man reportedly left a suicide- 
styled note in his vehicle parked on 
the Woodford County side of the 
bridge, leading police to still think 
he actually jumped instead of faking 
his own death. 

“The evidence we found still goes 
along with a missing person, and we 
haven’t developed other evidence to 
show otherwise,” Clark said. “That’s 
why we are continuing our daily 
patrol.” 

Those patrols are proving expen¬ 
sive for taxpayers on both sides 
of the river. During last Tuesday’s 
Anderson County Fiscal Court 
meeting, Emergency Management 
Director Bart Powell said his agency 
had already logged 800 hours in the 
search. 

Powell said search and rescue 
personnel often respond to reports 
that someone may have jumped, and 
have no way to determine if that’s 
true until a body is found. 

He said discussions are under way 
to install a camera atop the new 
Wild Turkey visitors center to moni¬ 
tor the bridge and save countless 
hours searching when someone is 
suspected of jumping but did not. 

“That would very well change 
the dynamics of the situation down 
there,” Powell said during the meet¬ 
ing. “It would be a great asset for us.” 

Searching for the man’s body is 
much more difficult, Clark said, 
because the river’s temperature is 
hovering in the low 40s. 

“The temperature of the water 
makes a difference,” he said. “The 
cold water temperature has an 
affect on the buoyancy of the body 
that’s possibly under the water. 

With the cold, it takes a lot longer to 
develop buoyancy and come to the 
surface.”

the district has lost any 
significant money in 
uneaten food served as a 
part of meeting Healthy 
Hunger-Free Kids Act 
guidelines. 

“If they don’t like 
it, they’re not going to 
eat it,” Rogers said of 
students in a follow¬ 
up interview after the 
board meeting. 

Current calorie limits 
for elementary students 
are 550-650 calories per 
lunch; middle school 
students are 600-700 
calories per lunch and 
high school students can 
eat 750-850 calories per 
lunch. 

The district is also 
required to serve two 
servings of red and/or 
orange vegetables each 
week and two servings 
of dark, leafy greens. 

Rogers said dur¬ 
ing the meeting that a 
group of food service 
directors from the state 
were heading to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., to voice 
their concerns about the 
strict requirements. 

“Keep your fingers 
crossed,” she said to the 
school board. 

Marching band receives 
new uniforms 

The school board 
received applause and 
a standing ovation 
from Anderson County 
marching band students 
and parents after the 
board unanimously 
approved the purchase 
of new marching band 
uniforms for the upcom¬ 
ing marching season. 

Quoted at a final 


price of $34,153 from 
vendor DeMoulin, the 
new band uniforms 
should last about 10 
years, according to band 
parent Donna Callahan. 

According to a letter 
submitted to the board 
by band director Patrick 
Brady, who was unable 
to attend Monday’s 
meeting because of 
the regional basketball 
tournament, the current 
uniforms have led to the 
band being docked and 
many garments are in 
major need of repair. 

“It’s just gotten to the 
point where they’re fall¬ 
ing apart,” Callahan said 
during the meeting, add¬ 
ing that some uniforms 
were cut apart and 
re-sown to make them 
fit the younger middle 
school marching band 
members. 

The school will cover 
half of the cost of the 
uniforms, for a total 
$17,076, Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell said. 

Band uniforms were 
last purchased in 2006. 

“We need those stu¬ 
dents to have a good 
uniform to show what 
Anderson County is 
made of,” board presi¬ 
dent James Sargent said. 

New school board 
member and former 
marching band “box” 
mom Donna Crain 
Drury agreed, saying 
good uniforms make a 
difference in students’ 
performance. 

Board member Scott 
Brown said the board of 
education anticipated 
the expense of the uni¬ 
forms, and that they 
have secured funds to 
assist in purchasing 
band uniforms. 
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High School senior 
Alexis Corbin spoke on 
behalf of the students, 
thanking the board for 
purchasing new uni¬ 
forms for future band 
members. 

She said one of 
this year’s seniors was 
unable to perform on 
the finals field due to 
his jacket’s zipper mal¬ 
functioning. 

“We’ve worked really 
hard to create a new 
image for ourselves and 
for this band,” Corbin 
said. 

At about 110 mem¬ 
bers currently, the 
marching band may be 
adding another 30 musi¬ 
cians and color guard, 
according to one band 
parent.

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BLACK HISTORY MONTH 
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Second Christian Church looks to future leaders

At Second Chris¬ 
tian Church, there’s 
no need to look far to 
find history. 

It’s in the colorful, 
traditional garb that 
congregation mem¬ 
bers wore to celebrate 
Black History Month 
during Sunday wor¬ 
ship. 

It’s in the words 
of the Rev. Ramon E. 
Smith’s sermon. 

“You are our his¬ 
tory, dear God,” Smith 
prayed during the 
Sunday church ser¬ 
vice on Feb. 24. “But 
we’re thankful we’ve 
got a history.” 

For several years 
now, Smith and his 
congregation at Sec¬ 
ond Christian Church 
celebrate Black His¬ 
tory Month during the 
month of February, 
with a final celebra¬ 
tion and potluck held 
on the fourth Sunday. 

As part of the cel¬ 
ebration, Smith inserts 
tidbits of historical 
information about 
black heritage. 

Such as accomplish¬ 
ments of Isaac Mur¬ 
phy, an African-Amer¬ 
ican jockey who won 
the Kentucky Derby 
three times during 
his career in the late 
1800s. 

Or the important 
contribution of Jean 
Baptiste Point du 
Sable, Smith said, the 
Haitian-born fur trad¬ 
er later credited with 
founding the city of 
Chicago. 

Issaia Israel shared 
some of his own fam¬ 
ily’s history during 
the children’s Black 
History celebration 
program about his 
great-great grandfa¬ 
ther, a bat boy for the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and 
member of Second 
Christian. 

Ask Edwin McKee, 
who said he has 
attended Second 
Christian Church all 
this life. His grandpar¬ 
ents were members; 
his aunt played the 
piano for worship ser¬ 
vices. There’s a photo 
of her hanging on the 
wall in the fellowship 
hall. 

Above a piano, of 
course. 

“It’s good for every¬ 
body to know,” McKee 
said of the church’s 
tradition of highlight¬ 
ing African-American 
contributions, adding 
that becoming the 
first black announcer 
for Anderson County 
High School games 
was personal history 
for him. 

The Second Chris¬ 
tian Church congrega¬ 
tion also held a “soul 
food” potluck lun¬ 
cheon after the ser¬ 
vice. The food served, 
such as pig’s feet, is a 
reminder of the lesser 
choice meats given to 
Af rican-Americans 
in the past, Deacon 
Alonzo Gaines said 
as the meal was 
being prepped in the 
church’s fellowship 
hall. 

“We made a meal 
out of things like this,” 
Gaines said. 

Remembering 
black history is impor¬ 
tant, Smith said, but 
it’s more important to 
remember true free¬ 
dom in Christ. 

“What about tomor¬ 
row’s history and 
tomorrow’s heroes?” 
Smith asked. 

And he, as well 
as the congregation, 
gave reply through 
the lines of an old 
spiritual hymn, “I am 
coming up the rough 
side of the mountain, 
but the journey con¬ 
tinues.”

Business licenses, 
insurance fees equal 
death by 1,000 taxes 

Cold checks, shoplifiting signs of tough economy 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

It was disappointing to learn that the fiscal court won’t 
do away with its ridiculous business license requirement 
simply because it includes an equally ridiculous 
insurance premium fee. 

Frankly magistrates should get rid of both. 

The first is an inexplicable tax on local businesses 
put in place, apparently, because some people have 
the audacity to open a business in our fair town. The 
second is equally inexplicable and in place simply 
because people own things they either want or are 
required to insure. 

The first generates a paltry $70,000 a year; the 
second upwards of $1 million that is earmarked each CaHson 
year by the fiscal court to fund the jailer’s office. 

Masquerading as fees instead of what they really Publisher 
are — taxes — the above are just two in a long line 
of government money grabs hidden in everything 
from utility bills to cell phone statements. 

Take a look close look at your next electric bill and notice that 
money you fork over the school system goes well beyond what 
you pay in property taxes. 

These types of fees also allow taxing agencies such as county, 
city, schools and others to keep what 
appears on your property tax bill artifi¬ 
cially low. 

Were taxing districts to be fully open 
and honest, they would do away with 
extraneous taxes and set a property tax 
rate commensurate with what they 
think they need to provide services. 

Doing so would necessarily increase 
the property tax rates, but funding gov¬ 
ernment with one-stop paying would 
give people a much better perspective 
on what they’re actually paying for. 

Besides, unlike insurance and utility 
“fees,” property taxes aren’t nearly as 
regressive and, like vehicle taxes, allow 
individuals to purchase homes and cars 
with a full understanding of the level of taxes they’ll pay when 
doing so. 

Conversely, a poor person living in a drafty house pays a larg¬ 
er percentage of his or her income for school taxes on an electric 
bill than a rich person living in a home with tight windows and 
thick insulation. 

And all this time you believed President Obama was actually 
going to make the rich pay their fair share. Sort of gives that 
notion a swift knee to the groin, does it not? 

And it would certainly be better than the current system of 
death by 1,000 cuts disguised at taxes, which accomplishes noth¬ 
ing but to keep taxpayers guessing. 

That much clarity, however, would be just a bit too revealing 
for most politicians at every level, so don’t expect it to change 
anytime soon. 

S peaking of business licenses... 

Knowing full well the fiscal court isn’t going to kill them, 
here’s hoping a plan to turn enforcement and collection 
over the sheriff’s office pans out. 

That office already collects property taxes and is among the 
state’s best in the percentage of bills collected each year. 

Ideally the sheriff’s office could do what the county cannot 
and join forces with city government to create a dual permitting 
process. 

The city is far superior in enforcing its business license tax. 
For example, the city has roughly 950 business licenses sold in 
2013, hundreds more than the county despite the fact that every 
business within city limits is supposed to have a county license, 
too. 

W hen it comes to gauging the relative health of the local 
economy, real estate and the number of businesses 
opening/closing are generally the barometers most fre¬ 
quently used. 

Bounced checks and shoplifting charges are others, and most 
likely a better reflection of the economic woes experienced by 
those without the means to purchase a home or open a business. 
By those measures times are most certainly tough. 

On March 7,10 people are to be arraigned in Anderson Dis¬ 
trict Court on cold check charges, including two who allegedly 
each wrote more than 10 cold checks. Three more people will 
appear for disposition hearings on their cold checks cases, and 
two for shoplifting charges. 

To gauge the significance of that, those 15 people comprise a 
full third of the number who will appear that morning in court 
and of the remainder several will be there on child support 
charges. 

Tough times, indeed.

Cotillions breed self-righteous 
arrogance, not needed empathy 


To the editor: 

was repulsed, if not surprised, to learn 
of the recent founding of the Law- 
renceburg Junior Cotillion. The estab¬ 
lishment of the Junior Cotillion presents a 
fine example of the perpetuation of archa¬ 
ic mentalities that have left the South fall¬ 
ing behind the rest of the country for the 
past century. 

The history of the cotil¬ 
lion is a nauseating one, 
marked most notably by the 
desire of the Southern elite 
to flaunt their wealth and 
by the tradition of objecti¬ 
fying women and teaching 
them how to “behave.” 

That people in our com¬ 
munity believe that these 
are the “Southern legacies” 
worth passing on to future 
generations demonstrates 
a serious disconnect from reality and the 
problems in the world. 

Although the tradition of debutante 
balls and cotillions largely died out several 
generations ago, with good reason, the old 
money Southern elite in Lawrenceburg, 
like most Southern towns, find no short¬ 
age of stages on which to publicly display 
their wealth and importance. The last 
thing we need is the revival of formal 
organizations in which the rich further 
detach themselves from and place them¬ 
selves on a pedestal above the rest of soci¬ 
ety. 

Historically, cotillions have exclusively 
educated young people on how to inter¬ 
act with grace and etiquette among the 
wealthy and important for the purpose of 
upward social mobility. Teaching children 
etiquette is not, of course, inherently bad 


(when etiquette is not, as it often is, synon¬ 
ymous with the subordination of women); 
my point of contention with doing so in 
a cotillion environment is that it tends to 
foment an attitude of self-righteousness 
and arrogance. 

With about 1 out of every 4 Kentucky 
children living in poverty and about 16 
percent of Kentuckians without health 
insurance, it seems to me 
that there are more impor¬ 
tant skills we need to be 
instilling in our young 
people than how to flaunt 
their wealth and mingle 
with “important” people; 
there’s already an abun¬ 
dance of those things going 
on in Lawrenceburg, and it 
should come as a surprise to 
no one that these activities 
aren’t solving many of our 

problems. 

Perhaps we’d be helping out our young 
people more by exposing them to the reali¬ 
ties of the world and equipping them with 
a healthy dose of empathy with those who 
have fallen on hard times rather than 
training them in proper table settings and 
schmoozing. 

For example, volunteering at the food 
pantry or teaching children how to coex¬ 
ist with others who are different from 
themselves might go a long way in provid¬ 
ing future Lawrenceburg leaders with 
the tools and understanding they need to 
solve the appalling poverty problem in our 
region and our state. In short, maybe more 
etiquette isn’t what we need but, instead, 
more empathy.

Attacking bed bugs expensive, tedious 


L ast week I had a call 
from someone who 
remembered my col¬ 
umn on bed bugs from last 
August. 

They had a 
serious infesta¬ 
tion and wanted 
to know what 
could be done 
and what it 
would cost. The 
answer is bad 
news - lots of 
work and lots of 
expense. 

Bed bugs 
were found 
at one of the 
Department of 
Transportation offices in 
Frankfort. Although it was 
reported that very few bed 
bugs found, the entire floor 
was treated the second time 
around. 

Bed bugs are hitchhikers. 
They can be found in many 
places, not just in hotels, 
homes, hospitals or other 
places where people stay 
overnight. 

Read Entfact-636 Bed 
Bugs for the facts. Know 
what you have to do to pre¬ 
pare for treatment of bed 
bugs. It’s a lot of work. You 
will have to do this work 
even if a professional is used 
for treatment. 

Excess clutter needs to be 
removed prior to treatment. 
You are trying to eliminate 
places for bugs to hide. Box 
springs and bed frames 
should be closely examined, 
especially if the frame is 
wood. 

Bed bugs prefer wood 
and fabric more so than 
metal or plastic. Wooden 
support slats should be 
removed and examined 
since bed bugs congregate 
where the ends rest on the 
frame. Screw holes, knots 


and other recesses are also 
common hiding places. 
Headboards secured to walls 
should be removed and 
inspected. 

Bed bugs also hide inside 
items stored under beds. 
Sofas and reclines can also 
be major bed bug hotspots, 
especially when used for 
sleeping. 

Preparing for bed bug 
treatment is tedious but 
very important. Merely 
pushing the bed bugs fur¬ 
ther into hiding won’t solve 
the problem. Bed bugs can 
live for a year without 
feeding. You may think the 
problem is over and then it 
comes back. 

Bedding, clothing, toys, 
shoes, backpacks, etc., can be 
placed in a clothes dryer set 
at medium to high heat for 
10 to 20 minutes. This can 
be done instead of washing 
and will kill all bed bug life 
stages. 

Items that can’t be placed 
in a dryer can sometimes be 
treated by wrapping them 
in plastic and placing them 
outdoors in a hot, sunny 
location for at least a day. 

A temperature of at 
least 120 degrees must be 
achieved to kill the bed 
bugs. 

Freezing is another 
option but freezing tem¬ 
peratures need to be main¬ 
tained for one to two weeks. 
The publication on bed 
bugs gives more details on 
professional treatments 
such as heat treatments and 
spot-freezing. 

Discarding items may be 
the only answer for some 
bedding or upholstered fur¬ 
niture. Encasing beds in bed 
bug protection materials 
may save some beds. 

A homeowner/renter 
who is dedicated to the pro¬ 


cess may be successful in 
eradicating bed bugs with¬ 
out professional assistance. 
You must be willing to take 
the huge amount of time 
required to prepare and 
treat. 

This is not an overnight 
process. 

Trademarked insecticides 
such as Temprid, Trans¬ 
port and Phantom tend to 
more effective than bed 
bug sprays sold by retailers. 
These chemicals may be 
available for on-line pur¬ 
chase for the individual to 
treat their home. However, 
the use of some products 
may not be legal in certain 
states. 

Bleach, alcohol, cigarette 
lighters, etc. should not be 
used to control bed bugs. 
Bug bombs are considered 
ineffective in the treatment 
of bed bugs and can be dan¬ 
gerous if misused. It isn’t 
true that if a little is good 
then more is better. 

Professional treatment 
is expensive and may also 
need to be repeated because 
infestations are hard to 
destroy. An individual may 
be successful in treating a 
bed bug infestation but you 
have to put a lot of effort 
into making it work.

With each exclama¬ 
tion point, we drive 
our shock home, when 
really, there’s nothing to 
be surprised about. 

Of course your beef is 
actually horse meat. 

It’s what we’ve want¬ 
ed and needed all along. 

Before any farm-to- 
table advocates start 
throwing organic, grass- 
fed steaks at my head, 
let me explain. 

When it comes to my 
collective memory of 
my life, I think first of 
location. 

Then immediately 
after: what did I eat? 

And I especially 
despise being lied to 
through food. 

It’s a deceitful trick I 
cannot forgive, because 
my family traditions 
and memory and emo¬ 
tions are so inextricably 
linked to Thanksgiving 
dinners and slushy runs 
at 7-Eleven with my dad 
and the lemon meringue 
pie my grandma made 
just because I asked her 
nicely. 

Yes, the producers 
may be partly culpable; 
those who decide to 
trick the consumer by 
passing off lower quality 
products as a dupe for 
higher-priced goods. 

But they’re just 
feeding our insatiable 
demand to eat first, ask 
questions later. 

Let’s use tuna as an 
example. 

Sushi tuna, for those 
who like their meat raw 
and just on this side of 
wriggling, is in danger 
of being completely 
overfished to the point 
where there won’t be a 
slice to squabble over. 

And it’s not just tuna, 
but many types of sea¬ 
food and shellfish. 

We can’t get enough, 
it seems, and apparently, 
it doesn’t quite matter 


finding out if it’s real or 
not when the food is on 
our plates, as opposed 
to the outrage we feel 
when it’s in the news. 

Americans ate 4.7 
billion pounds of sea¬ 
food in 2011, or about 15 
pounds of seafood and 
shellfish each, according 
to the federal National 
Oceanic and Atmo¬ 
spheric Administration, 
making the U.S. second 
only to China in seafood 
consumption. 

And according to 
the same report from 
NOAA, about 91 per¬ 
cent of that seafood is 
imported. 

Well, shipped from 
the U.S., exported over¬ 
seas for processing, and 
then re-exported back to 
the U.S. for sale. 

So it’s really no sur¬ 
prise, when you read 
about a recent report on 
a two-year investigation 
from the ocean conser¬ 
vation group Oceana, 
that one third of fish 
sold in the U.S. is misla¬ 
beled. 

The good news, 
according to Oceana, 
is that the mislabeling 
usually did not affect 
lower-priced seafood 
that’s consumed the 
most in the U.S.: shrimp, 
canned tuna, salmon, 
pollock and tilapia. 

Doesn’t mean it will 
remain that way, how¬ 
ever. 

For those carnivorous 
consumers, it’s impossi¬ 
ble for all of us to main¬ 
tain a constant presence 
in meat-processing 
plants and fisheries to 
ensure we get what we 
pay for. 

But if we can’t slap 
labels on food ourselves, 
we can at least ask ques¬ 
tions. And when we 
don’t like the answers, 
speak our minds with 
our wallets. 

That’s a headline on 
food consumption I’d 
like to see.

You’ve got to watch that before 
you can sign up for the seed 
library. The seed library is just 
what it sounds like, you borrow 
seeds. 

The seed library has a selec¬ 
tion of seeds for vegetables, 
flowers, herbs and native plants 
for you to check out. You plant 
those seeds and when your 
plants bear fruit (or flowers) you 
save the seeds and return those 
to the library in the envelope 
provided. 


I’ve noticed that all the stores 
are bringing out all of their gar¬ 
dening stuff so you should eas¬ 
ily find everything you need to 
start your seeds. Just remember 
that if the little sprouts have to 
struggle to reach light then they 
will be spindly plants. 

Keeping a fluorescent light 
about 4 inches above the top 
of the plant will help the plant 
develop a sturdy stem. Lightly 
brushing your plants with the 
wave of your hand or piece of 
paper helps as well. I use an 
oscillating fan a few hours a day, 
once they’re up a few inches. 

Watering is essential to good 
root development, so don’t let 
the pots or trays dry out. I know 
I’ve said this a hundred times or 
more but please, water the soil 


and not the plant! I know it’s 
hard sometimes, but try. Your 
plants will be healthier. 

Now, get that list you drew up 
last month for everything you 
need (or want) in your garden 
and start shopping! 

As I said back in October, till 
your soil just as soon as it dries 
out. Finding that window of dry, 
between rains, is going to be 
tough from now on into sum¬ 
mer. I’ll do my best to convince 
the rain gods to take a few week¬ 
ends off so we can get a little 
work done in the garden. Happy 
growing!

High school issues soft lockdown’ after man flees Mercer cops

Anderson County 
High School was under 
a “soft lockdown” for 
much of last Wednesday 
while local law enforce¬ 
ment searched for a man 
who fled from Mercer 
County authorities. 

Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell said 
Wednesday morning 
that the district had a 
safety concern about an 


individual with possible 
connections to the high 
school, and that there 
was a probability the 
man would approach 
the high school campus. 

The “soft lockdown” 
involved increased secu¬ 
rity in the high school 
entry way and hallways 
as students transitioned 
from class to class. 

A One Call notifica¬ 
tion was sent to parents 
early Wednesday after¬ 
noon to notify them of 


the increase in security, 
Mitchell said. 

According to Chief 
Deputy Joe Milam, the 
Mercer County sheriff’s 
office sent in a call to 
Anderson County dis¬ 
patch after a man took 
off on foot when a Mer¬ 
cer County officer tried 
to question him. 

Dispatch then put out 
a call to Anderson Coun¬ 
ty law enforcement for 
assistance, Milam said. 

The suspect took off 


on foot near the Ander- 
son-Mercer line after an 
officer attempted to ask 
him about a complaint 
in reference to a felon 
with possession of a gun, 
Mercer County Sheriff 
Ernie Kelty said in a 
phone interview. 

The day before the 
soft lockdown, Milam 
said, school officials had 
a minor altercation with 
the same male suspect at 
the high school. 

Because of that 


incident, and the fact 
that the man fled from 
Mercer County authori¬ 
ties, the school district 
decided to issue a “soft 
lockdown,” Milam said. 

Milam said city and 
county police spent 
about three and a half 
hours patrolling the area 
and looking for the male 
suspect. 

After receiving an 
anonymous tip, a sher¬ 
iff’s office deputy even¬ 
tually found the suspect, 


and handed him over to 
the Mercer County sher¬ 
iff’s office. 

“At no time was the 
school in any danger,” 
Milam said, adding that 
the location where offi¬ 
cers were searching for 
the man in question was 
about 15 miles away. 

The Mercer County 
sheriff’s office could not 
confirm the name of the 
male suspect or if the 
suspect was arrested or 
charged as of press time.

Chamber board lobbies 
to keep fee in place

Fresh off news that its plans 
to do away with business license 
would also end its lucrative 
insurance premium tax, the 
fiscal court is now considering 
turning enforcement and col¬ 
lection over to the Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

That would be a dramatic 
switch from the way those 
licenses are handled now, which 
includes enforcement by the 
county’s code enforcement offi¬ 
cer and collection by the county 
clerk’s office. 

“I want to put it in the sher¬ 
iff’s office,” Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway said. “They 
can start receiving the fee off of 
that, and enforce it.” 

“I definitely have an interest 
in looking into it,” said Sheriff 
Troy Young. “We just want to 
make this business friendly and 
fair to everyone.” 

Business licenses have long 
been a sore spot for the fiscal 
court, in large measure because 
of difficulties in making sure all 
businesses comply. 

The issue grew worse late last 
year when several businesses 
that claimed they weren’t aware 
they needed a county business 
license were forced to pay heavy 
penalties to come into compli¬ 
ance. 

Magistrate David Ruggles lead 
an effort to do away with the 
licenses a month ago, railing on 
them during a fiscal court meet¬ 
ing as being an 
unnecessary 
burden on local 
business own¬ 
ers trying to 
make a living. 

Conway 

agreed, say- _ 

ing he simply 

wanted to take them off the 
books despite losing an estimated 
$70,000 in annual revenue they 
provide. 

Magistrates voted unanimous¬ 
ly to order the county attorney to 
begin that process, which came 
to a screeching halt days later 
when they discovered that doing 
so would also end the insurance 
premium tax, which provides 
nearly $1 million in annual rev¬ 
enue.

Third ambulance goes full time 

Magistrates unanimously OK'd a third full-time 
ambulance for EMS during its meeting last 
Tuesday night. 

The move is designed to dramatically cut back 
overtime hours for EMTs and medics who 
work as many as 100 overtime hours each 
pay period. 

Six new full-time employees will be hired, but 
the increase to the ambulance department's 
budget will only be $40,000 annually because 
ofdrasticcutsin overtime. 

That amount will bring the department's pay¬ 
roll budget to $815,000, the same amount 
budgeted in its 2011-12 budget. 

The department for the past several years has 
been revenue neutral and collects enough in 
fees to turn over excess money each year to 
the fiscal court. 

New roof for Rutherford building 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway presented 
estimates to replace the roof on the Ruther¬ 
ford building in western Anderson County, 
saying it's leaking and needs to be repaired. 

Magistrates voted unanimously to have Kearns 
and Stratton Construction of Lawrenceburg 
replace the roof for an estimated $5,495. 

The building is used by the sheriff's office dur¬ 
ing target shooting and as a voting precinct. 

The highest estimate came from Carlon Con¬ 
struction for $18,330. Other bids included 
Dadisman Builders ($7,803), Jeff Gaines

Court OKs expanded disc golf 

The popularity of disc golf in Anderson County 
continues to grow, and the course in the com¬ 
munity park will soon do the same. 

Magistrates last Tuesday night approved adding 
nine more "holes" to the course, bringing the 
total to 18. 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway said he 
is a big supporter of a local group's efforts to 
expand the course and has seen the sport's 
popularity skyrocket. 

"I'm all for those folks," he said. "When I was 
out checking on the park a week or so ago, I 
sat and counted 58 people out there playing. 

I was overwhelmed that it has become so 
popular." 

Conway said local enthusiasts who play there 
will cover the cost of concrete and the addi¬ 
tional baskets that serve as holes when play¬ 
ers toss discs into them. He said the county 
will assist with clearing some vegetation and 
will use its loader and dump truck to haul 
away debris. 

"This will make that course the best in the tri¬ 
state area,"Conway said, nothing that people 
from nearby states travel here just to play the 
current 9-hole course. 

"There's one at the city park, and it's used quite 
a bit, but that's more or less for people just 
starting out and is not as big as the one in the 
community park."

Recycling building bids meet fiscal court’s budget 

Magistrates to 
check bids, 
award contract

It appears the fiscal 
court will build a new 
recycling building after 
all. 

All but one of the six 
bids that were opened 
during last Tuesday 
night’s fiscal court meet¬ 
ing were at or below the 
amount the fiscal court 
has approved to spend 
on the building. 

A previous bidding 
process for a larger 
building came in at least 
twice as much as was 
budgeted, leaving the 
project in limbo as the 
court searched for ways 
to downgrade the build¬ 
ing and save labor costs. 


“I was pleased to have 
four competitive bids,” 
said Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway. 
“We had one that was 
way low, one way high 
and four that were pret¬ 
ty competitive.” 

The low bid Tues¬ 
day night came from 
Dadisman Builders at 
$189,955.16, well below 
the court’s budgeted 
amount of $235,000. 

Only one bid submit¬ 
ted by Devere Construc¬ 
tion came in over that 
amount and was for 
$297,951. 

Dadisman Builders 
submitted the only bid 
under $200,000. Other 
bids were received from 
Scott Brothers Con¬ 
struction ($225,477.50), 
Walters Buildings 
($217,946.80), Schaefer 
Contracting ($218,500) 
and Marrilla ($225,465). 

Conway said during 
the meeting that no bid 


would be awarded that 
night. He said he and 
the court’s solid waste 
committee would go 
over the bids with Cann- 
Tech, the engineering 
firm hired to design 
the building, and make 
a recommendation on 
which bid to accept. 

“We’re going to have 
pre-construction meet¬ 
ing next week and go 
over all the details of 
the three lowest bids,” 
Conway said. 

“We want to make 
sure no one underbid 
anything.” 

The building has 
been a sore spot for 
months, and was 
required to be built as 
a condition of the fis¬ 
cal court accepting a 
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$125,000 solid waste 
grant from the state last 
year. 

Once the building is 
finished, free curbside 
pickup of recyclables 
will come to an end. 

The county has already 
purchased a number of 
bins that will be placed 
at schools, Walmart 
and other locations, 
and those who want to 
recycle will be able to 
drop items off. 

“We’ll give it a transi¬ 
tion period of two weeks 
or, if that’s not enough, 
30 days,” Conway said, 
adding that he hopes to 
have the building com¬ 
pleted by June.

Library's coffers grow despite lower tax rates 


Audit shows 
taxing district 
posts $467,000 
in profits

Auditors reviewing 
the Anderson Public 
Library’s finances from 
last fiscal year have 
given the library a clean 
audit for 2012, according 
to Library Director Pam 
Mullins. 

Library board trust¬ 
ees discussed the 2012 
independent audit last 
Tuesday, unanimously 
choosing to table an 
approval of the audit 
until the board’s March 
meeting to read it more 
closely 

“I think it’d be a wise 
choice, just to look over 
it,” current library board 
president Bryan Proctor 
said during the meeting. 

According to the 


audit report, compiled 
by DePrie and Adkisson 
of Louisville, the library 
increased its general 
revenue by $24,553 from 
2010-2011 for a total $1.42 
million. 

The library also saw 
an increase in net assets 
of $467,447 for 2012, and 
its fund balance also 
increased by $187,227. 
Total expenses were $1.23 
million for 2011-2012. 

According to Mullins’ 
discussion and analysis 
report of last year, tax 
growth has been mini¬ 
mal, but the local tax 
base has remained stable 
due to expansion at two 
local distilleries. 

The primary source 
of income for the library 
is local property taxes, 
which make up 96.81 
percent of total income 
for the year, while state 
aid grants make up 
1.29 percent of overall 
income, according to 
Mullins’ report. 

“Due to this stability 
the Library was able 
to maintain its income 


stream while foregoing 
an increase in the real 
property tax rate and 
setting a slightly lower 
personal property tax 
rate for this tax year,” 
Mullins wrote. 

The board kept the 
property tax rate flat at 
88 cents for the 2011 tax 
year, but lowered the 
personal property rate 
from $12.85 to $12.68 per 
$1,000 assessed value. 

In July 2012 the board 
voted to lower its real 
property tax rate for tax 
year 2012 by 2 cents per 
$1,000 assessed value 
from 88 cents to 86 cents, 
and also lowered its per¬ 
sonal property rate from 
$12.68 to $8.80 per $1,000 
assessed value. 

In July, Mullins pro¬ 
jected that the lower 
tax rate would bring in 
about $50,000 less rev¬ 
enue for 2012-2013. 

Auditors also reported 
that they found no 
deficiencies in internal 
control over financial 
reporting at the library, 
and found no instances 


of noncompliance. 

Library director discusses 
long range plan 

Mullins gave a brief 
update to the board on 
the library’s long range 
plan, including the long 
range plan’s provisions 
for expansion and reno¬ 
vations. 

Mullins said she met 
with an architect in late 
January for a general 
discussion on ideas for 
renovation, but the 
library has not set a spe¬ 
cific timetable or com¬ 
pleted any drawings at 
this point for renovation 
or expansion. 

“This was just a gen¬ 
eral discussion with an 
architectural firm inter¬ 
ested in our business if 
and when we do this,” 
Mullins said. 

The library’s long 
range plan, completed 
in 2010, had scheduled 
the board to be ready 
to enter a construction 
phase by the end of this 
calendar year, Mullins 
said. 


There are currently 
no plans to start con¬ 
struction this year, Mul¬ 
lins said, and 2013-2014 
would be the earliest 
that any specific plans 
would be discussed or 
put in place. 

Library to improve safety 

The board approved a 
$6,500 expense to change 
out existing doors to in 
order to improve the 
library’s security. 

The current doors 
would be switched out 
for door with less vis¬ 
ibility into staff rooms, 
Mullins said. 

Board accepting trustee 
applications 

The library board 
of trustees voted not 
only to approve a new 
application process for 
becoming a board mem¬ 
ber, but also to begin the 
process of filling two 
upcoming vacancies. 

Current member 
Amy Kennedy will not 
be seeking a second 
term on the board come 


August, while member 
Katie Hutton said she 
is undecided as to if she 
will pursue a second 
term. 

Library director Pam 
Mullins will be accept¬ 
ing applications after 
March 1 for library 
board trustees through 
April 5. Current board 
trustees will review can¬ 
didates, and select four 
names to submit to the 
state by June. 

Application docu¬ 
ments will be available 
at the Anderson Public 
Library. 

Meeting time changes 

Library board meet¬ 
ings will now be held 
the third Tuesday of 
every month at 6 p.m. 

The board unani¬ 
mously voted to revise 
its by-laws and change 
the meeting time, which 
will be in effect starting 
with the board’s March 
19 meeting.

Lawrenceburg 
Catholics pray 
for Pope to unite 
modern church

Instead of the pope, think 
of a grandfather. 

Which is how the Rev. 

Chris Clay of St. Lawrence 
Catholic Church said he 
reacted to news of Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI’s unexpected resig¬ 
nation. 

“I was very surprised, I 
was actually very emotional 
about it,” Clay, who learned 
about the resignation in an 
e-mail from the diocese, said. 
T think was overcome with 
what he was doing, how 
almost unprecedented.” 

“In this situation, think of 
your beloved grandfather, 
very much the father figure, 
and I think that’s, for me at 
least, where that emotion 
came from, as a father figure, 
as an elder in the faith,” Clay 
said. 

St. Lawrence Catholic 
Church member Lisa Figles¬ 
tahler, the marketing director 
at the Lexington Catholic talk 
radio station Real Life Radio, 
said she’s been immersed in 
the pope resignation news 
because of her job. 

“I think all Catholics rec- 
□gnize what a historic event 
this is,” Figlestahler said at St. 
Lawrence Catholic Church’s 
Friday night fish fry last 
week. 

And unlike other historic 
events, such as American 
presidential elections, the 


election of a pope doesn’t 
involve exit polls or ballot 
boxes. 

In the next few weeks, a 
gathering of about 116 cardi¬ 
nal electors known as a “papal 
conclave” will vote to elect 
a cardinal as the new pope, 
announcing their decision 
to the world by sending up 
either white smoke from the 
Vatican’s chimney (a pope has 
been selected) or black smoke 
(no decision yet). 

“The news media wants 
to pick forerunners, but ulti¬ 
mately the Holy Spirit picks 
who’s pope,” Figlestahler said. 

For more than 1.2 billion 
Catholics around the world, 
the pope is the symbol of uni¬ 
versal faith and considered 
a successor of Jesus’ disciple 
Peter, according to St. Law¬ 
rence Catholic Church Dea¬ 
con Reid Myers. 

“He’s just really the visible 
sign of God’s love and God’s 
church,” Myers, who has been 
serving with the St. Lawrence 
congregation since June 2012, 
said. 

Pope Benedict XVI, who 
became the “Holy Father” 
after the death of Pope John 
Paul II in 2005, announced his 
resignation from the papacy 
on Feb. 11 amid rumors and 
reports varying from the 
pope’s poor health to a scan¬ 
dal investigation at the Vati¬ 
can. 

The position of pope is usu¬ 
ally served until death; the 
last time a pope resigned was 
in 1415, more than 600 years 
ago. 

Pope Benedict XVI is 
expected to make his final 
public appearance as pope 
this week and will officially 
resign as of Thursday, Feb. 28. 


According to news reports, 
officials may declare a new 
pope as soon as March 31, Eas¬ 
ter Sunday. 

Sal visa resident Marlene 
Yeager, who has attended St. 
Lawrence Catholic Church 
since she was 10, said she’s 
been discussing the matter of 
the pope’s resignation with 
her 97-year-old mother Ruth 
Booth, St. Lawrence’s oldest 
member and typically a regu¬ 
lar attendee of the Friday 
fish fry. 

“She thinks about the same 
as I do,” Yeager said, adding 
that she and her mother had 
thought the pope had not 
looked well. 

For congregation mem¬ 
ber Mary Jo Timmerman, it 
wasn’t much of a surprise 
that Pope Benedict XVI cited 
poor health as a reason for his 
resignation. 

“I kind of was, but he 
hadn’t looked as good,” Tim¬ 
merman, who described her¬ 
self as a “cradle Catholic” that 
attended Catholic schools and 
colleges, said. 

Timmerman said she is 
hoping for Cardinal Timothy 


Dolan of New York City to be 
selected pope. 

Fellow St. Lawrence Catho¬ 
lic member April Harper, 
who said she became a Catho¬ 
lic in 2008, agreed. 

“I was shocked, but as 
Mary Jo said, I think it’s for 
the better of the church,” 
Harper, who also wished for 
an American pope, said of 
Benedict’s resignation. 

A younger pope could be 
an energizing event for the 
Catholic faith, Figlestahler 
said. 

“If a younger pope was 
elected, might recharge the 
faith a little bit.” 

But according to Deacon 
Arock, a deacon student at 
St. Lawrence working toward 
priesthood, it is more likely 
that a conservative, orthodox 
pope with the same biblical 
interpretations as pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI will be chosen. 

“I don’t believe the new 
pontiff will let the Catho¬ 
lic priests marry and have 
families, nor will he let the 
women get ordained,” Deacon 
Arock wrote in an e-mail. 
“The new pontiff will strong¬ 


ly and explicitly re-assert 
Catholic moral teachings 
against abortion, contracep¬ 
tion, capital punishment and 
euthanasia and some other 
social issues.” 

Whether or not the prec¬ 
edent set by Pope Benedict 
will be for the better of the 
church, Harper said she 
doesn’t know. 

“I think it will be con¬ 
sidered,” Harper said of the 
possibility for more popes to 
choose resignation. “I think it 
was brave for [Pope Benedict 
XVI] to step down; it took a lot 
of humility. That’s a difficult 
decision. It shows how much 
he loves the church and his 
faith.” 

And Harper will be wait¬ 
ing in the coming weeks to 
see the white smoke as many 
Catholics have for centuries, 
as Catholics did back in 1415. 

But now that it’s 2013, 
Harper said she hopes to 
watch the news of a new pope 
using an app — if it works, 
Harper said — on her phone.

Salvation without repentance is not salvation. Repentance isn't a 
one-time act, but a daily exercise as we are being conformed into 
the image of Jesus Christ. 


«... indeed our fellowship is 
with the Father, and with his 
Son Jesus Christ” (1 John 1:3) 
Do you remember 
the theme song to 
the television show 
“Cheers?” 

“You wanna go 
where everybody 
knows your name.” 

There is a lot of 
truth in those lyrics. 

Simply put, humans 
were created with a 
longing for sincere 
fellowship. 

Fellowship with 
God is the substance 
of life, and this fellowship comes 
through Jesus Christ. 

But how does one enter into 
this relationship? First, you need 
to know why you are out of fel¬ 
lowship with God to begin with. 
Romans 5:12 says that “...just as 
sin came into the world through 
one man, and death through sin, 
and so death spread to all men 
because all sinned.” 

It is not just Adam’s sin that 
separates us from God; it is our 
sin as well. We choose to disobey 
God and push ourselves further 
away from him. 

This relationship must be 
initiated by God. This is called 
regeneration. Jesus said in John 
3:3, “Truly, truly, I say to you, 
unless one is born again he can¬ 
not see the kingdom of God.” 


God pursues us. Once he opens 
your eyes to his kingdom and you 
feel conviction of sin that is the 
Holy Spirit drawing you, you can 
respond in faith. 

You must place your faith and 
trust in the person and work of 
Jesus Christ alone as savior. Puri¬ 
tan pastor John Owen wrote, “To 
suppose that what God requires 
of us we have the power to do 
ourselves is to make the cross 
and grace of Jesus Christ of none 
effect.” 

God requires perfect righ¬ 
teousness and holiness to enter 
his kingdom. The problem is, 
because of our sin, our best 
efforts fall short. That is why 
Jesus came to die. 

Paul writes in 2 Cor. 5:21 that 
he who knew no sin was made 
sin that we might become the 
righteousness of God. That 
doesn’t mean we are righteous in 
and of ourselves; it means that 
we have his righteousness cred¬ 
ited to us by faith. God doesn’t 
look at me and see a remodeled 
righteousness; He sees the righ¬ 
teousness of his son. 

You must confess Jesus as lord. 


You bow your knee to his author¬ 
ity. You identify with him instead 
of the world; you seek to obey 
his will by his grace. The disciple 
of Jesus must be willing to leave 
everything near and dear to him 
or her and lay their lives down 
for their savior. 

There must be repentance. 
Salvation without repentance is 
not salvation. Repentance isn’t a 
one-time act, but a daily exercise 
as we are being conformed into 
the image of Jesus Christ. 

It is the prayer of the Psalm¬ 
ist in 139:24 “see if there be any 
wicked way in me.... ” Is that 
your prayer? 

As I said, people were created 
for relationships, and people need 
fellowship with God more than 
anyone else. Enter into that fel¬ 
lowship today by faith in Jesus 
Christ. Repent and believe the 
Gospel!

Bearcat Den a 
true Sixth Man 

T hey claim to be loud. And 
rowdy 

But in the spirit of jour¬ 
nalistic accuracy we 
have to dispute that. 

The Anderson 
County student sec¬ 
tion is LOUD. And 
ROWDY. 

And in a season 
that has seen the 
Bearcat basket¬ 
ball teams go a 
combined 51-5 and 
counting, they’ve 
been a bit of a sixth 
man. 

“Best student sec¬ 
tion in the state,” is how they 
want to be known. 

We won’t go that far here, 
since nearly every school has 
that bias in its blood. But what 
I can tell you is that few sur¬ 
pass the loud and rowdy bunch 
occupying seats near the floor at 
nearly every basketball game. 
They were out in force at last 
week’s 30 th District Tournament 
and at the boys’ Eighth Region 
tourney Monday night. 

“We had six carloads that 
came over here together,” senior 
Michael Newton said of a con¬ 
voy that made its way to Collins 
High School in Shelbyville Fri¬ 
day. They obviously had many 
more make the trip on their own 
as they filled two sections of 
seats in the Collins gym. 

Newton is one of the organiz¬ 
ers of the student chants and 
antics during the game. He also 
runs a Twitter account called 
“The Bearcat Den” that gets the 
word out about upcoming games 
and engage in some smack talk 
with students or try to get in 
the heads of players from other 
schools. 

“We do a little bit of both,” 
Newton grinned, “but it’s all in 
fun.” 

A typical game sees some 
of the loudest and rowdiest 
standing on the front bleach¬ 
ers, cheering the Bearcats and 
heckling opponents. Referees are 
usually spared the barbs after 
one did not take kindly to some 
things at one game and had a 
member of The Den removed 
early in the season. 

A more common sight, how¬ 
ever, is to see an official standing 
in front of the section grinning 
or trying to hold back laughter. 

“We don’t mess with the refs 
as much as with the opposing 
team,” Newton said. “It is all in 
fun.” 

It has been a very welcome 
rebirth of an Anderson tradition. 

For years, Anderson had the 
reputation as the toughest place 
to play in the Eighth Region. 

Part of that was undoubtedly 
due to the standard of excellence 
set by Coach Glen Drury and his 
teams over the years. Drury took 
over in the 1987-88 season and 
has had only two losing cam¬ 
paigns over that time. 

But part of that enormous 
home court advantage is a direct 
result of the crowds Anderson 
has enjoyed over the years. 

While they are nowhere close 
to the packed houses of the ‘60s 
and 70s, Anderson’s crowds 
- and student sections - are 
routinely larger than most area 
schools. 

“That place is LOUD,” an 
Eighth Region coach told me 
once. 

For some reason, that dropped 
over time. It’s back this year. 

“We are always loud and we 
are always going to support the 
Bearcats,” Newton said. 

That includes the Lady 
Bearcats, who have enjoyed big¬ 
ger student sections this year 
than in the past. “It means a lot 
to us. They are doing it for the 
girls too,” Lady Bearcat guard 
Makenzie Cann says. “We have

NEW CASTLE - It all 
came down to one defensive 
stop. 

Ross Cox made it and

After Anderson grabbed 
the rebound, Estes set the 
final score and ignited a 
wild celebration when Zach 
Ripy’s desperation 3-point 
attempt fell well off the 
mark. 

“It was just a great game,” 
said Anderson coach Glen 
Drury. “Owen County 
answered the bell when 
they had to and came back 
to make it a great game.” 

Indeed. When it looked 
as if Anderson was about to 
run away with things, build¬ 
ing a nine-point lead on two 
occasions, Owen rallied.

December, the Lady 
Bearcats were ranked at the 
top of the region in every 
computer ranking after Jan.

County, a team with a pair 
of University of Kentucky 
signees and ranked in the 
nation’s Top 10. 

While Walton-Verona, 
the pre-season regional pick, 
suffered some injuries and 
looked vulnerable, Simon 


Kenton, the team that sent 
Anderson home early last 
year, began creeping up in 
the polls and by the end 
of the year was firmly 
entrenched in the state’s Top 
15. 

When the regional 
tournament draw was 
announced Sunday after¬ 
noon, the Lady Bearcats and 
Simon Kenton had ended 
up in opposite brackets and, 
on paper at least, appeared 
headed for their fourth 
regional title clash in six 
years. But there are six 
games to be played before 
that possible matchup. 

“I thought it was a three- 
dog race with Anderson,

Spurts power talented Collins 
to second consecutive title

SHELBYVILLE - It is said 
that you can’t beat Mother 
Nature. At least you can’t beat 
her twice.

Anderson County learned 
that hard lesson Friday night 
when Collins, defending its 
home court, ripped the Bearcats 
63-51 in the 30 th District basket¬ 
ball tournament championship 
game, avenging Anderson’s 
55-43 win back on Jan. 4.

Good fishing available in Anderson and surrounding counties 


I t is a typical Kentucky February 
as I write this month’s column. It 
is actually sunny and 60 degrees, 
windy and feels more like early April 
with spring turkey season coming on. 
I just spent the last hour or so check¬ 
ing game cameras and 
walking some fence rows 
in search of antler sheds. 

The weather feels great 
today but by “typical 
Kentucky February” I 
mean things will change 
weather wise. 

The forecast gets cold, 
nasty with rain and pos¬ 
sibly some snowflakes 
by morning. Then the 
up and down weather of 
February continues for 
a few more weeks as we 
try to get to spring. The up weather 
days, as I’ll call them, are great ways 
to get outside and enjoy an early taste 
of what’s to come. The up days right 
now are an excellent time to just take 
a walk in the woods and do some 
early scouting for spring turkey sea¬ 
son as well as search out antler sheds 
from the bucks that were able to sur¬ 
vive another Bluegrass deer season. 

Annual licenses expire 

February in Kentucky brings an 
end to all hunting and trapping sea¬ 
sons with the exception of falconry 
which runs thru March 30. 

I’m not quite sure why falconry 
gets an extra month to hunt but if 
you have a bird to hunt with then 
more power to you. I’ve always 
wanted to go on a hunt with a trained 
falcon and owner but can’t say I have 
ever known anyone who hunts this 
way in these parts. If anyone reading 
this knows of a local falconer please 
let me know. It could make for an 
interesting adventure and something 
to share in a future column. 

The end of the hunting and trap¬ 
ping seasons brings the end to Ken¬ 
tucky hunting, trapping and fishing 
licenses. Kentucky licenses expire on 
Feb. 28 for the past 2012-13 calendar 
year hunting and fishing seasons. If 
you go afield or afloat hunting or 
fishing you will need to purchase the 
appropriate licenses that take effect 
March 1 and will be valid until Feb. 
28,2014. 

Hunting, trapping, 
fishing, boating guides 

The Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources has started 
putting out their annual rules and 
regulation guides. These guides can 
be viewed on line at www.fw.ky.gov 
or copies are typically available in 
sporting goods stores or wherever 
hunting and fishing licenses are sold. 
Always read through these guides 
before going on your quest so you 
will be aware of any changes in rules 
and regulations that may have been 
made since last year. The folks at the 
Department make that easier by typi¬ 
cally highlighting new changes for 
the upcoming seasons in blue print. 

Spring fishing 

The up weather days sure give 


me the itch to get on the water. It’s 
like the ole Ranger bass boat in the 
garage is calling out my name and 
begging to go out to play. March and 
April offer some of the year’s best 
fishing here in Kentucky and Ander¬ 
son County. We are fortunate to have 
many “fishing holes” to choose from 
in our county and several others not 
far down the road. Taylorsville Lake 
has its head waters in western Ander¬ 
son County and can be accessed 
at the Van Buren Boat Ramp. Tay¬ 
lorsville Lake is fed by Salt River 
which itself holds an abundance of 
good fishing with its variations in 
swift creek like conditions that lead 
to intermittent fishing holes and 
stretches of fish holding deep water. 

Beaver Lake has long been a local 
fishing favorite for bluegill as well 
as channel catfish and largemouth 
bass. The lake has even been giving 
up some good size crappie over the 
last several years. The lake has gone 
through several changes over the 
years with the introduction of grass 
carp years ago to the lowering of 
the lake in order to help control the 
moss and other aquatic vegetation. 
I’ve fished Beaver Lake since I was 
big enough to walk and it has always 
been a peaceful and family friendly 
waterway for fishing. This is made 
possible by the engine limitations on 
boats to 10 horsepower or less on the 
lake. 

The Kentucky River creates our 
entire eastern border for the county 
and provides several miles of fishing 
opportunities. The river has access to 
the pool between Lock 5 and Lock 6 
at the ramp in Tyrone. 

One often overlooked little “fish¬ 
ing hole” open to the public is the 
1-acre pond at the Anderson County 
Park. The Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources stock the 
lake periodically with several dif¬ 
ferent species of fish including trout 
and catfish. 

If you’re looking to get out of the 
county to do some fishing there are 
many bodies of water within an hour 
or so drive of Lawrenceburg. The 
Sportsman’s Lakes at the Game Farm 
in Frankfort is an excellent place to 
take the kids and do some fishing 
from the bank or from the fishing 
piers. 

Herrington Lake is located just out 
of Burgin, and is within an hour’s 
drive. Guist Creek Lake is located in 
Shelby County just off U.S. 60. 

All of the bodies of water men¬ 
tioned provide a variety of fishing 
opportunities. 

They also offer great opportunities 
for boating, skiing, tubing, floating, 
canoeing, kayaking or simply wad¬ 
ing to cool off once the hot Kentucky 
weather kicks in and we all know it is 
coming. 

Get the boat and fishing poles 
ready because believe it or not, 

Spring is coming and along with it 
comes some of the best fishing of the 
year in our neck of the woods. 

Take a kid hunting or fishing soon.

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the best fans. They are here to sup¬ 
port us.” 

The coaches notice too. “They’ve 
been great for us,” Lady Cat assistant 
Clay Birdwhistell says.

Never a doubt as Lady Bearcats 
roll to fifth straight district crown

SHELBYVILLE - There 
was never any doubt that 
the Anderson County Lady 
Bearcats would win their 
fifth consecutive 30th District 
championship Friday night. 

Anderson never trailed in 
a 47-34 win over tourney host 
Collins, a convincing win over 
a team Anderson had routed 
by a combined 59 points that 
was expected. 

The manner in which the 
second-ranked Lady Bearcats 
went about their business was 
not. 

Layups rolled off the rim. 
Normally easy shots rattled 
around the basket before pop¬ 
ping out. The Lady Bearcats 
hit only 4-of-ll free throws. 

And still, they won their 
fifth straight district champi¬ 
onship. 

“They struggled with our 
1-3-1 (zone defense) a bit, but 
they are No. 2 in the state for 
a reason,” Collins coach Phillip 
Conder said with a faint smile. 

It was 

defense. Lots 
of defense. 

“We work 
so hard to 
be sound 
defensively” 
Anderson 
senior Kali 
Whiteside 
said. “Our 
defensive principles are there. 
One of the things (the coaches) 
always say is, ‘Offense doesn’t 
win games. Defense does.’” 

It might have been a full 
court press or a half-court 
man-to-man. It really didn’t 
matter. Collins had no answer 
in the first half. 

“Defense wins the cham¬ 
pionships for you,” Anderson 
coach Tony Kays said. “We 
wanted to make sure we 
were playing our game and 
to make sure our defense was 
sound. We gave up a couple 
in transition late in the game 
and we gave up a few cuts in 
the lane, but other than that, 
our defense is what carried us 
tonight.” 

The teams traded open¬ 
ing baskets before Anderson 
went on a 9-2 run, making 
it 11-4 midway through the 
first quarter. Over the next 
four minutes, guard Destiny 
Stewart buried her second and 
third 3-pointers of the night 
and the crowning that nearly 
everyone expected was on. 

“Destiny is one of our best 
shooters,” Kays said. “She 
always has been but she 
doesn’t look for her shot a lot 
this year, but I am as happy 
with her shooting the open 
shot as anybody. The last few

games, she has been on a little 
roll for us.” 

Collins tried spreading the 
floor. The Titans used some 
1-4 offense. Neither worked. 

By halftime, when Anderson 
led 27-12, Collins star Aali¬ 
yah Wells, who had scored 36 
points in the Titans’ double 
overtime win over Shelby 
County in the district opener, 
had just six points. She would 
eventually finish with 19. 

“We knew if we held Wells 
to under 20, we would be in 
good shape, no matter how we 
play offensively.” 

“She is a really good player,” 
Whiteside added. “She works 
really hard.” 

Friday, the Lady Bearcats 
scored the first 13 points of 
the second quarter to go up 
27-7. Perhaps the only surprise 
was that the margin never got 
higher. 

Part of that was the result 
of foul trouble. Whiteside had 
been saddled with three by 
halftime. Eriel McKee played 
much of the second half with 
three, then was whistled for 


her fourth in the final stanza. 

But most of it was Ander¬ 
son’s difficulty in solving Col¬ 
lins’ ever-changing defenses. 
The Lady Bearcats turned the 
ball over 11 times, an affliction 
compounded by 41.7 percent 
shooting. Given that the Lady 
Bearcats missed countless 
layups, it would be fair to 
speculate that Anderson’s 
margin of victory should have 
been much larger. 

“We missed a few, but our 
looks at the basket were very 
good, especially in the first 
half,” Kays said. “I don’t think 
we took a bad shot in the first 
half.” 

Collins tried to make things 
interesting, however. Wells’ 
steal and layup cut Anderson’s 
lead to 34-25, then after Mak- 
enzie Cann drove for a layup, 
Wells hit two free throws to 
make it 36-27 with 6:04 to go. 

Down the stretch however, 
Cann and McKee, the top 
two vote-getters on the All- 
Eighth Region Team, took 
over. McKee scored seven of 
her 19 points in the final six 


minutes, four coming off Cann 
passes. Cann put the icing on 
the victory with a steal out of 
Anderson’s 2-3 zone. She drove 
for a layup that increased the 
margin to 47-31 and the cel¬ 
ebration started. 

“They are both wonderful 
offensive players,” Whiteside 
said. 

Both teams move on to the 
Eighth Region Tournament, 
starting Wednesday night at 
North Oldham High School. 

At 29-1, Anderson is riding a 
21-game win streak. Collins 
enters the regional tourna¬ 
ment at 15-14. 

“They know what they are 
capable of,” Kays said. “Some 
nights you don’t play your 
best offensively. You turn the 
ball over and make mistakes 
but if you are playing hard 
and playing together, good 
things will happen. 

“Keeping the (district cham¬ 
pionship) streak going is some¬ 
thing to be proud of.”

Cummins scores 36, 
sets school record

SHELBYVILLE - Every 
game is different, but Austin 
Cummins might wish things 
would turn out like they did 
last Tuesday every time he 
steps on the basketball court. 

A sophomore whose sta¬ 
tus for the post-season was 
in question just a few days 
before, Cummins blistered 
the nets for 36 points and a 
school record as Anderson 
County routed Shelby Coun¬ 
ty, 77-37, in the boys’ 30th 
District semi-final at Collins 
High School. 

Records are sketchy, but it 
is believed that the 40-point 
margin was the worst beat¬ 
ing an Anderson team had 
ever administered to a Shelby 
squad. 

Cummins had not been 
a major factor when Shelby 
defeated Anderson 67-65, 
playing only 8 minutes and 
registering 2 assists, 3 turn¬ 
overs and 2 fouls. Cummins, 
who made his way into the 
Anderson starting lineup in 
early January, was far differ¬ 
ent this time. 

Lofting soft rainbows that 
just tickled the nets as they 
fell through, Cummins hit 
9-of-10 shots from outside 
the ark, breaking Lowell 


Gordon’s school record of 8 
in the process. “I have never 
had a player hit shots like he 
did tonight,” Anderson coach 
Glen Drury said. 

The state record recog¬ 
nized by the Kentucky High 


School Athletic Association 
is 17 threes in one game by 
David DeMarcus of Lexington 
Sayre in 1989. 

But Anderson’s devastating 
performance was more than 
Cummins launching three- 


pointers, some from well 
beyond NBA range. 

As a team the Bearcats 
connected on 29-of-40 shots 
from the field, a sizzling 72.5 
percent that, according to 
KHSAA records, is the eighth- 
best shooting night by a team 
in Kentucky history. 

“I have never had a team 
shoot the ball so well like we 
did tonight,” Anderson coach 
Glen Drury said. “I wasn’t 
expecting this and I never 
anticipated this type of score. 
I thought it would be a close 
game.” 

The Bearcats were an 
almost unheard of 11-15 from 
three-point land. 

Instead of having a rim 
that looked as wide as a river, 
the Bearcats’ iron might have 
looked more like the Atlantic 
Ocean. It was largely due to 
superb offensive execution. 

‘There is no doubt our ball 
movement was better than 
Friday night (a loss at Frank¬ 
lin County),” Drury said. 
“That is the way basketball 
should be played. We played 
together. Basketball is a team 
game and when you have 
someone hot, you are sup¬ 
posed to find him.” 

Perhaps the overlooked 
aspect of Tuesday’s win, how¬ 
ever, was Anderson’s defense. 
The Bearcats forced only five 
turnovers but it was a brief 
stretch midway through the 
second quarter when Ander¬ 
son forced three errors and 


two bad shots on five consec¬ 
utive Shelby possessions that 
turned a competitive game 
into a rout. 

“I have to give a lot of 
credit to our defense and the 
attention to details,” Drury 
said. “I am really proud of 
these kids for what they were 
able to do.” 

Cummins scored 10 and 
Jay Smith added a pair of free 
throws as the Bearcats turned 
a 25-19 advantage into 37-19 
in a span of just over two 
minutes. 

While Anderson was 
smoking, Shelby hit only 23.2 
percent of its shots (13-of-56). 
Early in the contest, the Rock¬ 
ets had a plethora of attempts 
rattle around the rim, only to 
fall off. Shelby connected on 

5- of-16 in the first quarter and 
things went downhill. 

“We played more zone 
tonight,” Drury noted. “They 
had had some trouble shoot¬ 
ing the ball.” 

Smith scored 16 points for 
Anderson and pulled down 6 
rebounds. 

Inside, Ross Cox and Austin 
Linzy neutralized Shelby’s 

6- foot-5 James Gordon, a 
freshman who scored just 
six points. Anderson won the 
battle of the boards, 30-24. 

Senior Kipp Moore led 
Shelby, which ended the year 
at 10-18, with 15 points.

ranked in the (state’s) Top 15 
when we beat them. We are 
the only unranked team to 
beat them.” 

Anderson had shot 72.5 
percent in its district opener 
against Shelby County with 
sophomore guard Austin 
Cummins blistering the nets 
for 36 points. The numbers 
against Collins went 
down to 40.8 and 0. 

“Their athleti¬ 
cism and length took 
precedence tonight,” 

Drury sighed. “They 
are so athletic.” 

After Anderson 
built a 20-11 lead 
early in the second 
quarter, Collins went 
on a 15-4 run to go ahead for 
good inside the final minute 
of the first half. 

“Defensively we were very 
good the first quarter. They 
picked it up defensively in 
the second quarter,” Drury 
said. “They definitely got us 
out of sorts offensively.” 

“We started the first quar¬ 
ter and gave up 18 points in 
our man-to-man,” Collins 
coach Chris Gaither said. 

“We just weren’t playing 
tough and aggressive. We 
weren’t using our length, 
then we switched to the 1-3- 
1. It was not necessarily our 
defense. It was our tough¬ 
ness in whatever defense we 
played.” 

It didn’t help matters that 
Anderson’s Ross Cox, a physi¬ 
cal inside presence, and guard 
Jay Smith were both on the 
bench late in the second quar¬ 
ter. Cox was under the weath¬ 
er and was throwing up in 
the locker room at halftime, 


according to Drury. Smith 
developed nose bleed late 
in the first half and missed 
much of Collins’ crucial run. 

“It was 22-17 (in favor of 
Anderson) and then it was 
29-24 (in Collins’ advantage) 
with Cox and Jay out,” Drury 
said. “When they came out, 
the lead changed quickly.” 

Anderson’s Christian Estes 
came up with a steal and 
a layup to pull Anderson 
within 29-26 early in the 
third frame, but 
Collins erupted 
again, outpointing 
the Bearcats 12-2 
over the next four 
minutes to take firm 
control. 

“We had to go to 
more pressure than 
we had,” Drury 
noted, “and they 
were able to spread us out. 

Anderson had enough 
fight to stay within striking 
distance, but the Bearcats 
could never get closer than 
eight the rest of the way. 

Luke Mann, who scored 12 
points off the bench, got free 
for a layup cut Collins’ lead 
to 49-41 with 6:20 to play, but, 
after a time out, Collins used 
the ensuing possession to put 
to rest any hope of an Ander¬ 
son comeback. 

With 6-foot-5 Dez Marshall 
and 6-7 Terez Smith practi¬ 
cally playing volleyball at the 
net, somehow, the ball wound 
up in the hands of Collins 
guard Buddy Johnson, one of 
the smallest players on the 
floor. Johnson drove by his 
defender for a layup. 

For all practical purposes, 
Anderson’s hope of its first 
district title since 2009 died 
with Johnson’s basket. 

“That one probably sealed 
the deal for them,” Drury 
said.
